The Unexpected Happens. 

When the autonomy bills were re. 
Seated on Tuesday of last week, they 
were received with general acoertt- 
ance by the Flowse and throughout 
the country. ‘It was acknowledged

his written acceptance of the same, 

ated om Tuesday. The Premier 
made no comment beyand stating 
that he accested Mr. Biftan’s resigaa- 
tim with the greatest regret and 
that the only difference of opinion 
between himself and the ex-Ninisier 
were m regard to the educational 
clauses of the bill.
